Thanksgiving  represents  the  power  of  America,  dependent  upon  the  home  and  upon  humility  before  God.  Each  of  us  should  be  immensely  thankful  for  our  homes,  our  families, 
our  freedom,  our  food,  and  our  clothes.

Representatives  From 
MBA  Witness 
Vanderbilt  Research

On  Tuesday.  November  10,  Bob 
Wood  and  I attended  a program 
of  scientific  lectures  and  demon- 
strations sponsored  by  the  Tennes- 
see Heart  Association  and  Vander- 
bilt Medical  School.  We  were 
shown  the  school's  basic  labora- 
tory facilities  and  told  of  their 
purposes  and  current  research 
projects. 

In  the  anatomy  lab,  a most  astute 
medical  student  demonstrated  the 
electron  microscope  and  explained 
the  intricate  method  of  cutting 
tissue  for  observation  in  this  de- 
vice. In  the  electron  microscope, 
the  illumination  source  is  an  elec- 
tron beam  which  is  focused  by 
magnetic  cdls;  the  image  is  seen 
on  a screen  similar  to  a television 
screen. 


on  individual  cells.  In  observing 
cells  a unique  method  called  phase 
microscopy  1s  used  to  speed  up  the 
almost  undetectable  action  of  the 
cells.  Every  six  seconds  a picture 
of  the  cells  is  taken  on  movie  film. 
When  the  film  is  run  through  a 
projector  at  a normal  rate,  cellular 
movement  is  greatly  exaggerated. 
We  were  shown  some  of  these 
films;  and  we  were  astounded  to 
see  that,  although  movement  is 
very  slow,  cells  ore  constantly 
swimming  around  on  their  own 
power. 

The  above  paragraphs  are  de- 
scriptions of  only  two  of  the  many 
phases  of  research  now  going  on 
at  Vanderbilt:  but  I haven't  the 
space  to  tell  of  them  all.  Both  Bob 
and  I feel  we  profited  from  the 
trip  and  wish  to  thank  the  parties 
responsible.

This  year  at  Montgomery  Bell  Academy,  there  are  many  new  boys 
among  us.  They  come  from  a variety  of  elementary  and  other  prepara- 
tory schools.  As  a result  of  this  mixture  of  boys,  many  of  them  do  not 
know,  or  at  least  do  not  exhibit,  proper  courtesy  toward  members  of 
the  faculty. 

It  seems  that  courtesy  is  actually  a combination  of  a few  little  things 
—things  that  any  person  with  common  decency  should  be  able  to  master 
By  opening  a door  for  a teacher,  by  speaking  in  the  morning,  or  by 
rising  when  a teacher  enters  a room,  a student  shows  proper  respect 
for  faculty  members.  This  respect  is  Important  not  only  to  the  teachers, 
but  also  to  the  boys  themselves,  since  they  will  have  to  display  good 
manners  if  they  hope  for  success  in  later  life. 

From  this  moment  on,  let  us  act  as  genuine  MBA  students — true 
gentlemen — ; and,  in  so  doing,  let  us  show  respect  for  oil  those  with 
whom  wc  come  In  contact;  especially,  to  the  members  of  our  faculty. 
The  moral  health  of  our  academy  demands  such  action. 


For  the  Good  of  Many 

For  over  three  months,  500,000  steelworkers  were  out  of  work:  at 
the  same  lime,  300,000  employees  in  other  industries  lost  thetr  jobs  be- 
cause of  lack  of  steel.  Until  normal  production  resumes,  the  automobile 
industry  will  continue  to  lay  off  workers;  small  metal-working  shops 
will  continue  to  close  down.  The  effect  of  the  steel  strike  has  been  na- 
tionwide economic  devastation.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  federal  injunc- 
tion stopped  the  process  of  economic  upheaval  in  the  nick  of  time. 

The  actions  of  labor,  management,  and  government  in  this  incident 
have  created  important  ethical  Issues.  First,  should  labor  be  allowed 
to  continue  as  a tyrannical  ruler  of  our  economy,  to  instigate  inflation 
whenever  it  wishes?  The  age  of  cruel  and  oppressive  working  condi- 
tions is  over;  the  age  of  luxury  for  the  majority  is  here.  Amazingly, 
many  union  "workingmen"  have  higher  salaries  than  teachers  and  sci- 
entists. Yet  unions  want  more,  more,  more;  and  they  seek  more  without 
regard  to  national  wcll-belng. 

In  addition  management  has  had  a major  part  in  creating  this  great 
impasse  in  bargaining.  Steel  production  and  profits  were  never  so 
prodigious  as  in  recent  years.  The  steel  industry  Is  rich;  nevertheless, 
at  the  negotiating  table,  R.  Conrad  Cooper  has  been  as  obstinate  in  re- 
fusing to  reach  un  agreement  as  his  opponent  Dave  MacDonald. 

Lastly,  there  is  the  question  of  governmental  power.  We  have  always 
considered  place  and  condition  of  work  a man's  choice.  Does  the  gov- 
ernment have  the  right  to  say  that  a man  must  work  under  conditions 
that  he  does  not  like?  This  power  seems  to  be  in  violation  of  Un- 
American  ideal  of  Individual  rights.  But  is  it  not  also  an  American  ideal 
that  the  Individual  sacrifice  for  the  good  of  many? 

The  main  contention  is  this:  Regardless  of  how  unfsir  labor  or  man- 
agement considers  the  other's  offer,  both  parties  must  be  prepared  to 
give  in  a great  deal.  If  neither  will  yield,  the  government  must  have 
the  right  to  provide  a solution.  When  the  nation  is  in  a state  of  economic 
disaster,  it  is  only  fair  that  the  minorities  that  create  the  disturbance 
sacrifice  their  interests  for  the  well-being  of  the  majority. 


THE  BELL  RINGER  Suggests  . . . 

As  the  typical  day  at  MBA  begins,  few  of  us  harbor  thoughts  beyond 
the  comfortable  world  of  our  academy's  acreage.  How  many  of  us  are 
at  all  aware  that  wc  are  playing  vital  roles  in  one  of  history's  greatest 
experiments?  Do  we  realize  that  across  an  exnanse  of  some  three  thou- 
sand miles  there  are  millions  of  human  beings,  much  like  us,  who  profess 
the  same  basic  concepts  of  life?  Have  we  ever  analyzed  the  fuel  of  the 
American  dream?  We  of  The  Bell  RiNcsa  have  begun  to  qucsUon  the 
lack  of  any  open  display  of  patriotism  about  the  campus  of  MBA;  even 
the  soaring  flagpole  before  Ball  Hall  stands  entirely  unadorned  by  any 
flag  whatsoever. 

How  this  situaUon  has  arisen,  we  cannot  explain.  But  we  can  sur- 
mise that  a portion  of  this  blight  results  from  a complacent  student 
body:  a student  body  so  engrossed  with  its  own  immediate  concerns 
that  it  has  neither  time-  nor  excess  emotion  for  the  fatherland.  Never- 
theless, we  here  plead  that  the  student  body  prove  us  totally  mistaken; 
and  we  offer  the  means  by  which  we  may  be  forced  to  retract  the  above 
indictment. 

Have  we  ever  heard  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance?  It  is  really  quite 
emphatic.  Children  make  it  in  grammar  school;  definitely,  there  is  much 
to  be  learned  from  the  relatively  inspired  mind  of  a child.  We  propose 
simply  that  an  American  flag  be  draped  in  the  academy's  study  hall 
and  that  every  morning  the  entire  student  body  pledge  allegiance  to  the 
land  responsible  for  our  nurture  and  for  our  freedom  to  live.  The  ritual 
could  not  take  more  than  one  minute;  and,  if  we  pledged  in  earnest,  we 
would  feel  ourselves  united  with  all,  in  the  great  American  nation,  who 
labor  to  preserve  our  way  of  life.  Anyhow,  what  can  we  lose  in  trying? 
And  what  will  it  do  to  us  to  continue  along  our  present  path  of  ingrati- 
tude and  irresponsibility?

The  Maroons  dropped  a heart- 
breaking 12  to  9 loss  to  Oak  Ridge 
on  rain-swept  Andrew's  Field. 
The  game  was  won  on  a late 
touchdown  by  tailback  Larry  Mo- 
son  in  the  (Inal  two  minutes. 

It  was  a strange  game  in  many 
ways.  The  driving  rain  had  ex- 
ploded the  exposed  light  bulbs  on 
the  east  side  of  the  fleld  until  It 
threatened  to  turn  the  soggy  turf 
into  darkness.  Also,  the  rain- 
drenched  crowd  was  shocked  early 
in  the  third  period  when  a Ridge'r 
picked  up  one  of  their  kicks  which 
he  thought  had  been  touched  by  a 
Maroon  defender  and  ran  un- 
touched for  85  yards  over  the  goal 
line.  The  one  difficulty  wus  that 
ho  had  gone  the  wrong  way.  MBA 
halfback  Lewis  Dale  wrestled  him 
down  in  the  end  zone  for  a safety 
and  two  points  for  the  Big  Red. 
Incidentally,  this  story  appeared  in 
the  New  York  Times. 

The  scoring  ice  was  broken  in 
the  second  period  by  a touchdown 
drive  of  54  yards  by  the  Ridgers. 
Fullback  Dick  Truitt's  run  for  the 
extra  point  was  not  good  and  the 
opposition  led  8-0.  MBA  struck 
back  quickly:  quarterback  Bobby 
Frist  hit  end  Buddy  Cafferky  with 
u scoring  pass  that  covered  84 
yards  to  tie  the  score.  Thompson 
split  the  uprights  for  a 7-8  mar- 
gin at  halftime.  With  the  safety 
in  the  third  quarter,  the  Maroons 
led  8-6.
